REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 


To the School Board of Stratham: 


I take pleasure in submitting to you my first report. Since 
I assumed office September 1, 1919, I can report only on 
the condition of the schools since that date. 


* Attendance. 


In spite of the severe winter and the large amount of 
casual sicknesses, there has been too low an attendance in 
some of the schools of Stratham, but I hope that in time 
this condition will disappear. Almost all the parents wish 
to send their children to school regularly, and do so, except 
when prevented by illness or severe weather. There are 
others with whom we must work till the necessity for close 
attendance at school will become evident. 


Teachers. 


You were confronted last summer with the task of sup- 
plying a new teacher for every school—no easy task in these 
days of depleted ranks in the teaching army. You were 
fortunate in securing two teachers with considerable experi- 
ence. The results of the fall term just ended show con- 
clusively, as has been shown so many times before, how 
important teacher-training and experience is. 

The teachers now at work in Stratham have followed sug- 
gestions and carried out instructions. All of them have 
sought ways to make their work better, and occasionally 
private initiative, which is almos* always a quality of the 
trained teacher, has shown that some of our teachers are 
unusually interested in their work. 

As vacancies occur, they should be filled with none but 
persons of experience or training, or both. The increased 
expense will be more than justified. 
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School Work. 


It is our endeavor to exceed the minimum standards of 
attainment set by the State Board of Education. I think 
this will be done. The teachers have all been supplied with 
standard tests in reading, spelling and penmanship, so that 
from time to time they can check up their work in a scientific 
manner. Some of them use also standard tests in arith- 
metic. | 


School Equipment. 


A survey of each building has been made in accotdance 
with the regulations of the State Board of Education, and 
recommendations for changes necessary to meet the stand- 
ard requirements are in your hands. It would be well if 
these changes could be made soon, so that the children may 
not be obliged to wait for any advantages which should be 
theirs. 

The school buildings were all well built and are in gen- 
eral good repair. The grounds are also in good condition. 
When the recommendations for changes have been carried 
out, the four school buildings of Stratham will be standard 
buildings and should answer all school requirements for a 
good many years. 

I would recommend that the supply of maps be renewed 
so far as may be necessary, and that each building be sup- 
plied with the proper equipment for serving hot lunches. 


Health. 


The report of your Health Inspector is in your hands. It 
is important. The full educational development of the child 
involves his full physical development. Physical health is 
the basis upon which rests the mental and moral develop- 
ment. The time of neglect of the physical side of the life 
of the school child is past, and little by little it may be, but 
surely, it will become a function of the school to see that 


34 


children’ are well nourished, housed in a well lighted and 
ventilated school building, and trained in good habits of 
living. 

Three of the teachers, with the help of interested par- 
ents, are sttpervising some sort of hot noon lunch for their 
pupils. The results fully warrant their efforts. 1 recom- 
mend that all the schools of Stratham be provided with 
simple apparatus for this work. This project means a bit 
of training in household economics, in ordinary cleanli- 
ness, in good conduct at recess, and in moral living. The 
old disorganized noon hour (all the hour except a few min- 
utes spent in gulping down a cold and unnourishing lunch, 
with the teacher absent) is replaced by a satisfying and or- 
ganized recess. By a little extra wholesome food and a 
half hour of orderly recreation the afternoon session is 
made much more pleasant and profitable. 


- Good Citizenship. 


The state of New Hampshire, through its Board of Edu- 
cation, is charged with the development of good citizens by 
means of public schools. By education is meant such a 
development of the abilities of school children as will best 
make them good citizens of the home, of the school and 
of the community. The teachers are continuously urged to 
use every means at their disposal for teaching good citizen- 
ship. Sometimes it is the regular subject of the curriculum 
by which citizenship is taught; sometimes it is extra or sup- 
plementary reading; sometimes it is a visitor to the school 
who can address the pupils ; and all the time it is the person- 
ality of the teacher. Our schools fail if they fail in this 
phase of their work. For this reason, the teacher is the 
most important consideration in our schools. Her task is a 
very responsible one. All the daily activities of both pu- 
pils and teacher in the Stratham schools are designed to 
develop and trairt each individual pupil mentally, morally 
and physically to be good citizens of the school, of the home, 
of the town—and so of the state and nation.

The children in the schools of Stratham show much im- 
provement in physical condition since the medical inspection 
was begun three years ago. Especially is improvement 
shown in the condition of the teeth. Much excellent dental 
work has been done and‘the children themselves are caring 
for their teeth much better than formerly. Several cases 
of diseased tonsils have been treated and several cases of 
defective vision corrected by glasses. 

In the inspection this fall, especial attention was given to 
the nutrition of the children as shown by their weight. It 
was rather surpriisng to find 14 children out of 66—21 per 
cent of the whole—not up to the normal. Each of these 
fourteen children was 7 per cent, or more, below the normal 
weight for the height and age; there were other children two 
or three pounds below the normal, but only those 7 per cent 
or more below the normal were reported. Notices have 
been sent to the parents of these undernourished children, 
and | have ordered, from the Bureau of Education at Wash- 
ington, pamphlets giving directions for the feeding of school 
children, which will be sent to the parents later. A large 
per cent of the children of Stratham carry noon lunches, 
and attention to this meal ought to be of great benefit. A 
child who has nothing to eat between breakfast and supper 
but bread and butter, a doughnut or two, and a piece of cake 
or pie, cannot be expected to thrive, either physically or 
mentally. 

The general appearance of the children was, for the most 
part, excellent; they were suitably clothed, clean, and no 
case of vermin or other trouble due to filth was found.
